Prelect Foreigners ie 
Morocco. 


Perla, April 28.—France notified the 
signatories to the Algecirea confer­ 
ence agreement that prompt end en­ 
ergetic 
Intervention In Morocco by 
France had become neceaaary to pro­ 
tect foreigner at Fei, re establish or­ 
der thronghout the country and safe­ 
guard the sovereignty of the sultan. 
The French cabinet baa considered 
carefully the possibility of interven­

When affairs became disturbed In 
Morocco the government began an ac­ 
tive interchange of views with Great 
Britain and Spain, which baa Just re­ 
sulted In Identical notes being sent 
by the two police powers, France and 
Spain, to the other signatories to the 
Algeciras agreement,

MANY 
MODISTES 
INVOLVED 


Are Charged With Conspiring With 
Perla 
Manufacture re 
to 
Import 
Gowns end Laces Under Felts In­ 
voices. 


Washington, April 28.—Special cus­ 
toms agents from the treasury depart­ 
ment have uncovered 
another con­ 
spiracy between dressmakers and sev­ 
eral Parisian manufacturers. 
Seizures of Parisian model gowns 
valued at $10,000 bare been made at 
New York and other porta. Modiste 
establishments in New York, Chicago, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia are said 
to be Involved. 
The women implicated are charged 
by Chief Wilkie with having formed 
an agreement with Parisian manufact­ 
urers to falsify invoices 
on 
model 
gowns 
and 
laces. 
The goods were 
turned over with the false invoices to 
an express company, which acted aa 
the Importer and paid the duty on the 
invoice! supplied them by the manu­ 
facturers. These invoices undervalued 
the gowns and laces from IO to 30 
per cent. The conspirators depended 
upon the vast volume of business done 
by the express company to prevent a 
careful examination of the goods. The 
express company accepted the Invoices 
as correct on the sshuranee of the 
manufacturers. Technically the express 
company was made liable as the act­ 
ual importer of the goods. 
After the goods had been received 
by the purchaser In this country the 
Parisian manufacturers would mail a 
second Invoice to them showing the 
actual cost of the gowns, and on these 
second Invoices the goods were resold 
to American purchasers. 
The operations of the conspirators 
have been going on for some months 
and many thousands of dollars worth 
of gowns have been imported. 
The 
customs 
officials 
consider that the 
seizure of the gowns will he sufficient 
to prove up the conspiracy and no de­ 
cision has as yet been reached to 
prosecute the dressmakers. 
The names of all the establishments 
In this country and the Parisian man­ 
ufacturers 
who 
are 
Involved 
are 
known to the customs officials, and It 
Is practically Impossible for any of 
the gowns now to get ’through the 
custom houses. Several seisures have 
been made In the last few days, and a 
sharp watch will be kept for future 
importations. 
The exact extent of the frauds are 
not known. Further investigation wilt 
be made, and lf the operations of the 
conspirators 
prove 
very 
extensive 
prosecution will be undertaken. 


WANTS SENATE ABOLISHED 


Victor Berger Alae Would Deprive the 
President af Veta. 
Washington, April 28.—Victor Ber­ 
ger, the lone Socialist member of con­ 
gress. in a resolution Introduced, not 
only proposes to abolish the senate, 
but aims to strike from tbs bind of 
tbs president the veto power and take 
from the courts authority to Invalidate 
legislation enacted by the house of 
representatives. 
AU this Is proposed as an amend­ 
ment to the constitution, which, lf pe­ 
titioned for by 5 per oent of tbs vot­ 
ers In each state, shall be submitted 
to a general referendum. 
“The senate has run Its course." 
said Mr. Berger. “It must some day, aa 
with the British house of lords, yield 
to the popular demand for Its reforma­ 
tion or abolition.

Mrs. Ingersoll Again Identifies Jam es 


B. McNamara aa J. B. Bryce, the 
Alleged Dynamiter. 


I,os Angeles. Cal., April 28.—Epito­ 
mized, these were the im portant de­ 
velopments in connection 
with 
the 
bringing to I>os Angeles of John J. 
McNamara, Jam es B. McNamara and 
Ortie McManigal, charged with com­ 
plicity in the dynam iting of the Los 
Angeles Times building on Oct. I of 
last year: 
Jam es ll. McNamara, called to th# 
office of the county jail, ostensibly to 
hear from D istrict Attorney John D. 
Fredericks an outline of his legal 
rigtbs, comes face to face with Mrs. 
D. H. Ingersoll, of San Francisco. She 
identifies 
him 
positively as “J- B. 
Bryce,” a lodger in her house in that 
I city last September. 
O. H. Hilton, one of the attorney* 
for the defendants, accomplishes a 
coup that worries the district attor­ 
ney. 
Hilton asks McManigal in the 
presence of two w itnesses if he has 
made any confession. McManigal de­ 
nies having confessed. To combat the 
effect of this assertion McManigal is 
hurried to the district attorney’s of­ 
fice, and there, according to attaches 
of the office, repeated the confession 
be is said to have made in Chicago. 
Dropping the mask he has 
been 
wearing for the benefit of his alleged 
accomplices in numerous dynamiting 
outrages, Ortie McManigal practically 
has revealed himself as the star in­ 
form er of the William J. Burns detec 
tive agency and principal witness for 
the prosecution in the trial of the Mc­ 
Namaras. 
McManigal 
not only has been in 
close touch with Burns, but It is prac­ 
tically certain that he has received 
pay from Burns for serving him by 
playing his part In all the acts of the 
so-called "wrecking crew" to which he 
has confessed. His fear of the conse­ 
quences should the McNamaras and 
their friends learn his exact relation 
to Burns, explains the elaborate pre­ 
emptions taken to prevent the truth 
from becoming known until all were 
safely in jail. 
Not until W ednesday 
when the train which brought them to 
California stopped at Pasadena did 
John T. McNamara know of bls broth- 
1 er's arrest and that information given 
by McManigal IAI to their apprehen­ 
sion. 
Burns 
evidently 
learned 
enough 
about McManigal to compel the latter 
to go through with his part as com­ 
manded and tell Burns every move of 
the wrecking crew and the location of 
•very dynamite plant. 
McManigal is said to have told In 
detail of a large num ber of dynam iting 
cases in other cities. The confession 
conforms dost ly to that given out in 
Chicago, the trend of which baa been 
printed- 
According to a Burns operative. Mc­ 
Manigal has telegraphed his wife in 
Chicago, telling her where she can 
get all the money she needs. It la be­ 
lieved he and Burns have an under­ 
standing and that bels deceiving a t­ 
torneys for the defense. 
When Jam es B. McNamara was tak ­ 
en to the office in the county jail he 
believed the purpose of the trip was 
a conference with District Attorney 
Fredericks. 
Mrs. I). H. Ingersoll was stationed 
at a point In the jail office where she 
could look him squarely in the face 
as he entered 
lf he recognized her 
bls self-control was wonderful, for af­ 
ter a glance he turned his eyes to the 
district attorney. Fredericks told him 
bis legal rights, and after a few min­ 
utes McNamara was taken back to 
his cell. 
Mrs. Ingersoll. according to the dis­ 
trict 
attorney, 
declared In positive 
term s that Jam es B. McNamara is the 
one who tinder the name of J. B. 
Bryce was a lodger In bar rooming 
house in San Francisco last Septem­ 
ber. 
Clarence Barrow has consented to 
defend the prisoners and is expected 
in l^os Angeles on Monday. 
Officers 
and employes in the dynamite works 
at Giant, Cai., are to be brought to 
I^os Angeles to identify Jam es Mc­ 
Namara as Bryce, one of the purchas­ 
ers of dynam ite there. 


Government Agrees to Nearly Every­ 
thing Madera Asks For, Even Pen- 


eione For Hie Soldiers. 


El Paso, Tex., April 28.—The armia 
Hee which term inated at I o’clock 
this afternoon was renewed for anoth­ 
er five days, beginning at that hour. 
Arrangem ents were made with offi­ 
cial Mexico by private code telegrams. 
No changes have been made in the 
document and its provisions hold as at 
present. 
"The outlook is very hopeful for an 
early settlem ent,” said Francisco Ma 
dero, leader of the insurrection. 
"I 
will not make any statem ent as to the 
identity of my commissioners or the 
place of the peace conference until 
the arrival of Dr. Gomez from W ash­ 
ington. The federal government will 
name Its peace delegates as soon as 
the place of meeting is decided.” 
The insurrect©* are winning greater 
victories 
than 
they 
expected. 
The 
Mexican government Is agreeing to 
practically everything the Insurrect^* 
fought for except the retirem ent of 
Diaz, and this la promised as soon as 
quiet is restored. 
Before the insurrection free speech 
was unknown in Mexico. Now the dis­ 
patches from Mexico City say that 
"trim m ings” are adm inistered daily to 
Diaz in the chamber of deputies. Peo­ 
ple openly speak their minds all over 
the republic and are unmolested. In 
the past they were jailed for months 
for sue b an offense. 
Objectionable governor after gov­ 
ernor is being removed and replaced 
by men more In touch with the people. 
This la particularly true of Durango, 
Chihuahua, Jalisco and Pueblo, where 
changes have been made since the in 
sn Traction broke out. 
Now the national and state con- 
gresse are passing reelection laws. 
All these things are being done with 
out any connection with peace nego­ 
tiations; hut they are reforms that 
are tile direct outcome of the revolu­ 
tion 
As peace plans continue It develops 
that the Insurrect©* are to he allowed 
to retain their 
arms, will have all 
their war debts paid, are to receive 
pensions for wounds and death the 
same as federals, and are in fact to 
ha\e practically any concessions they 
ask. 
These are the men Diaz has called 
bandits and hoboes. They have proved 
themselves too much for his soldiers, 
and while they have won no im portant 
victories, 
their 
strength la gaining 
daily. Even now, with peace under dis­ 
cussion, the insurrect os continue re 
cruiting. and they have no trouble in 
finding material. But the outlook is 
good for the disbandment of the army 
within a month. 
The United 
States border guard 
having lifted its watch cm the private 
bridges leading over to the Mexican 
side, El Paso folks are flocking over 
to have a look at the rebel encamp 
meat. 
Sharp lookout is maintained 
by the United States soldiers, how 
ever, to see that none of these visitors 
takes arm s or ammunition a* rosa.

Probably no ezperlmaot station In 
the country has done mere along the 
line of jioultry Investigations than that 
of Maine. 
For those of our reader* 
who are interested in poultry raising 
we give below the receipt need by this 
station for making lice powder and 
making a spray for use in the hen­ 
house. To make the powder mix three 
pert* of gasoline with one pert crude 
carbolic add (or cresol) end add while 
stirring enough plaster of paris to 
give, when thoroughly mixed, a dry, 
pinkish brown powder. 
As a rule It 
will take four quarte of the plaster ta 
one of liquid. This should be worked 
Into the feathers, especially around the 
vent on the lower side of the body end 
under the wings. A second treatment 
should be given to four or five days 
and a third after about the same Inter­ 
val if the birds are badly Infested. The 
wash or spray to made by mixing Just 
before using three parte of kerosene 
with one part of crude full strength 
carbolic add. and this should he ap­ 
plied with a hand spray pump or brush 
to tim interior of the bones.

Sulphur Fee Sheep Lie*. 
Several years ago I bad a flock of 
•beep that I found to bo badly Infested 
with both sheep lice and ticks, writes 
A. J. Legg In the Rural New Yorker. 
There were twenty-five to thirty sheep 
in the flock, sod aa I waa feeding them 
ground feed I mixed a heaping table­ 
spoonful of sulphur with their feed for 
a tew days. I did not feed the sulphur 
every day for a long time, but fed ev 
ery day for several days, then skipped 
a few days, then ted again. I noticed 
aa Improvement lo my sheep in a short 
time. At clipping time I could not find 
either a live tick or a louse on the 
sheep. 
One ewe in particular that I 
noticed bad many ticks on her when I 
began feeding the sulphur had a good 
many dead ticks In her wool at .dip­ 
ping time. but no live ones. 
I waa a 
little fearful that the sulphur might 
cause the ewes to lose their lambs, but 
there were 00 losses from this source 


Push the Spring Pigs. 
Pigs which come to March or April 
and have the right breeding can be 
made to weigh 200 to 250 pounds for 
the October market, but they will need 
the beet of care aud feed. With spring 
pigs on good pasture and fed morning 
and evening with good slop of shorts 
and a little dry corn they will put on 
a pound of weight each day and be 
ready for heavy feeding when corn to 
ripe or ready to bog down. They will 
not do it on water and corn alone. 
The variety during the first months of 
growth must be furnished to give them 
large frames and vigorous constitu 
Uons. so that they will have capacity 
for grain feed In the fall

It baa been found that the ma­ 
nure of a cow will contain the germs 
of tuberculosis long before her milk 
will. end lf particles of the excreta get 
toto the milk, as to true to a majority 
of cases, without doubt such milk to 
likely to contain germs of tuberculosis 
end therefore to unfit for food. Con­ 
trasted with the loose aud well nigh 
criminally careless view ae expressed 
•bove to the opinion of one of the ani­ 
mal husbandry experts of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture et Washington— 
namely, that from the moment a cow 
has tuberculosis to any pert of ber 
body she to a source of danger and to 
likely to Impart the germs to other an­ 
imato or to human beings.
